Congressman Forest A. Harness of Indiana is 
a member of a special sub-committee of Con- 
gress investigating publicity and propaganda in 
executive agencies. He states that the chief in- 
terest of this subcommittee has been ‘‘The means 
by which Federal bureaucrats perpetuate them- 
selves in office, generate pressures on Congress 
fcr more and bigger appropriations, and sponser 
socialistic enterprises in the name of national 
emergency or an artificially stimulated public 
demand.’’ 


In the fiscal year 1946, some of the* principal 
Federal agencies propagandizing 
spent $80,573,678 of the taxpayers’ money. 
Most of this was actually appropriated for other 
purposes. It took this committee six solid weeks 
to ferret out a project known as the health work 
shops of the United States Public Health Service, 
the Social ‘Security Board, the Children’s Bureau, 
and other health and welfare program agencies. 


The reason it took so long is ‘‘the spirit of de- 
fiance’ encountered by the committee invesi- 
gators.

“A spectre is haunting Europe —the spectre of 
Communism. All the powers of Europe -(the 
Pope being the first named) 
have entered into a holy alli- 
-ance to exercise this spectre’’. 
Such is the opening paragraph 
of the Communist Manifesto, is- 
sued in 1848, that afflicted Paris 
during the ‘‘Commune”’ of 1871 & 
alter France suffered defeat at © 
the hands of the Prussians; Con- 
stituent Assembly of Russia in 
1917; and that threatens to in- 
«uve the world in a war during " 

1948, exactly a century after it was written by 
Karl Marx and Frederich Engels, the father of 
the “spectre”. 


MUVEKN SOCIALISM began its doctrinal and 
tactical existence a century ago with the issuance 
of the Communist Manifesto. It was called the 
Commmunist, instead of the Socialist, Manifesto 
zs the “Socialists’’ of 1848 were what Marx and 
Engels called ‘‘social quacks’’, believing in utop- 
ian, voluntary Communist colonies in which all 
classes were to participate, instead of limiting 
their endeavor to the working class. The. Man- 
ifesto is based upon a materialistic, God-denying 
concept of history; a fatalistic evolutionary con- 
cept determined primarily by economic condi- 
tions. The “laws” of wealth production, pre. 
‘sented in the Manifesto, were worked out alge- 
braigally and otherwice in ‘Das Kapital’, Marx’s 
economic classic, a book that Socialists and Com- 
munists bragged about for many years, though 
not more than one in a hundred of them under. 
stood the first few chapters of this discredited 
book. “Das Kapital’ is called ‘‘the Bible of the 
working class”, and the Communist Manifesto its 
“Ten Commandments”. 


THE COMMUNIST MANIFESTO is an en- 
dictment of the division and sub-division of labor 
due to the introduction of machinery, the private 
ownership of which it charges with obliterating 
the delight of individualism of toil, and with re- 
ducing the workers to a condition of slavery. No 
doubt the joy of work of the artisan has been 
freatly lessened by the introduction of machin- 
ery; but will a change from private to collective 
ownership of the machines bring back that joy? 
Surely the regimented industrial conditions that 
have obtained in the Soviet Union for thirty long 
years do not permit of an affirmative answer. 
The excessive piece-work system in Soviet fac- 
tories, with their industrial shock workers, ‘“‘Stak- 
hanovites”; the denial of the right of workers ta 
change their place of employment by travelling 
to other cities than those in which they happen 
to work, has resulted in slave factory conditions

CONDITIONS IN THE U. S. A, the most 
highly mechanized indastrial country: in the world, 
stands forth as a denial of the progressive pauper- 
ization of the toiling masses doctrine in the Com- 
munist-Socialist Creed, that has threatened the 
world with its “spectre” for a whole century. 
Thanks to organized labor, social welfare legis- 
lation, and humane public sentiment, the standard 
of American labor is the highest in the world. lis 
hours of toil have been reduced (instead of ‘“pro- 
longed’’) so that the 40 and 45 hour week pre- 
dominates; whereas the 80 hour work week rre-

Over 
eight million persons in the U. S. A. own stocks 
in corporations; and approximately half of the 
dividends of these corporations are paid to indi 
viduals who have an income of less than ‘ten 
thousand dollars a year. Capitalist America has 
its faults that should be remedied, yet she remains 


a haven of freedom and economic joy, in contrast 


to the regimented, undemocratic, poverty and 
shocking working conditions in the Land-Of- 
Communist-Principles-Applied. 


THE MANIFESTO taught Communists the 
negative ‘defense of their nefarious principles: 
how to muddy the intellectual waters by shifting

FALSE PROPHETS

The weather reports for New York and vi- 
cinity on the morning of December 26, 1947, 
read: ‘‘Cloudy today with occasional snow end- 
ing during the afternoon.” Before noon, the 
heaviest snowfall in New York’s history began. 
Within a day, it was nearly a yard deep. 


There is a hidden moral here. We have men 
in other government offices with no more ability, 
and far less scientific basis, for their guesses than 
the U. S. Weather Bureau officials. Yet these 
fallible men rush us into vast adventures with 
a cocked-suredness that is appalling. And people 
heed their words, as did tens of thousands of 
automobile owners on December 26th who soon 
paid heavy fines on cars stranded on the high- 
ways. 


The sheeplike trust of the present generation 
in the omniscience of government is incredible. 
Whatever it is — war, appeasement of Russia, 
resistance to Russia, wage boosts to offset the 
depression that was sure to follow the war, gi- 
gantic “loans” to insolvent foreign politicians — 
off we go on a grand stampede! 


“Man, proud man, dressed in a little brief 
authority, most ignorant of what he is most as- 
sured.”” But we are ignorant of their arrogance. 
Give any city hall or county courthouse politician 
a job in Washington, and he becomes a giant of 
wisdom. To question him is, first, impertinent, 
and soon, unpatriotic. 


The guesses of statesmen that have proved 
true twenty or even ten years later, can be count- 
ed without an adding machine. When he bought 
the Louisiana Territory, Jefferson said it would 
take a hundred generations to people the West. 
lt was done in three generations. Lincoln, as the 
basis for his proposed bond issue to buy the slaves 
and end the Civil War, predicted we would have 
230,000,000 population in 1930. Lincoln was 
wrong by 100,000,000; Jefferson was wrong by 
97. generations. 


“Man proposes; God disposes.”’ “The stream of 


Time flows on. It pays small attention to the 
tiny ants who call themselves statesmen. 
_Hundreds of treaties, solemn with sealing wax, 
have pledged “‘perpetual peace” and ‘unending 
concord.’® There have been as many solemn 
promises not to go to war. In 1914, Japan was 
our ally, and Turkey our enemy. * In the next 
war,, allies became foes, and former enemies 
friends. This makes the prophet business tough. 


Young men, in all ages, and in all countries 
go forth te war, and women weep. Yet when the 
buzzards leave the battlefield, and the grass grows 
green again, no one is sure who won. 


But, as the State becomes the ‘‘false Christ.” 
(Matthew 24,24), it takes over the qualities oi 
omnipotence and omniscience once attributed 
to God himself. The politician claims to be 
infallible. \ 


But if there is a Zeitgeist, a stream of Time, 
which puts political prophets to shame, this 
“spirit of our age” must dwell unseen in the breast 
of mankind itself. The plain‘and simple judg- 


ments of those who live close to the realities of: 


life, and who hunger for peace and domestic 
tranquility, are better guideposts for action than 
the slogans of politicians.

MARSHALL PLAN WILL END CAPITALISM 
IN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES ON LIST 





Writing from Cairo, Egypt, Karl H. Von Wie- 
gand, Dean of American foreign correspondents, 
representing the Hearst newspapers, states that 
the Marshall Plan will mean the end of capi‘alisni 
and free enterprise in Europe. He continued: 


Without any control or strings whatsoever i: 
will become an ideological and political instru- 
ment, as well as an economic benefit, in more 
than one of the 16 beneficiary countries. 


The Marshall Plan will directly and indirectly 
accelerate the growth of socialism, twin brother 
of Communism. It will unavoidably contribute 
to the spread and consolidation of socialist polit- 
ical and economic doctrines, 


The Marshall Plan in Europe eventually will 
sirike back across the Atlantic Ocean into the 
United States. At the first big American industrial 
recession and business depression, with its un- 
employment, the cry of “nationalism—socializa- 
tion” will be raised. 

Cemmmunism spells death to capitalism and 
free enterprise wherever its blight strikes freedom 
and individual rights. 


As a consequence of the miscarriage of Am- 
erica’s war aims, and the blunders and foundering 
of her postwar policy, the U. S. now finds itself 
between two enemies of American political and 
economic institutions. 


That is the picture emerging ever more clear- 
ly as statements by Secretary of State Marshall 
and other cabinet members, and utterances of 
Congressional leaders engross European govern- 
ments and peoples in the Marshall Plan’s entrance 
into a more decisive stage. 


Franklin Roosevelt entered upon his appease- 
ment of Generalissimo Stalin as a gamble and 
allied America to Soviet Russia and totalitarian 
communism to defeat and crush Hitler and total- 
itarian Nazism. He did not reckon with what was 
forseeable to clearer Eyes, how his appeasement 
and aid to Soviet Russia and communism would 
strike back at America. 


George C. Marshall who, as Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff of the U. S. Army, was chief military 
adviser to Roosevelt in that other gamble, now, 
too, has entered upon what may well be: called 
a “risky alliance.” 

This time it is an alliance with Socialism wlfich, 
like Communism, is the foe of capitalism and 
free enterprise and their institutions as they exist 
in America.

6. To protect banker against any losses, treasury. 
department presents banker with National 
Credit Bonds equal to the amount of treasury 
checks either cashed or credited by the banker. 


7. To avoid a credit inflation, tax out each month 
an equal amount of National Credit Bonds 
corresponding with the amount of new money 
put into circulation during the month. — This 
xeeps the money supply on an even keel. 


The adoption of this sane and absolutely sound 
finance system would reduce taxation between 
50% and 75%. It would not add to the national 
debt and the burden of interest payments for the 
exclusive benefit of the bankers. If we can reduce 
prices, we eliminate the danger of an inflation, 
no more O.P.A. or similar freedom restricting 
laws and regulations. A 


How is this all possible? Because the na- 
tional credit is used direct instead of hocking it 
with the bankers and making it a commodity. 


The writer demands an investigation of the 
treasury department and is ready to prove his 
case at any time before an intelligent body of men. 


To bring about economic order, outlaw the 


Federal Reserve act. 


To fight Communism, all that is necessary is 
money spent in the right place. We could finance 
Europe with 100‘ billion dollars at the expense of 
1% Service Charges: In other words, instead of 
going into debt for 100 billion dollars with in- 
terest payments, all it would cost us is 1 billion 
dollars Service charges. 


To show you the confusion existing in our 
treasury department, | mention only the state- 
ments that we could pay off the national debt. 

l-ask you: How can you pay off the national 
debt with a system which creates nothing but un- 
payable debts every time the government pays a 
bill? Any 10-year-old boy knows you cannot 
pay off any debt unless you make a money profit. 


It is all very simple when you know how and 


-want to solve the problem. 


What we need above all is an investigation of . 
the treasury department and the Federal Reserve 
Banks. To do this demands courage. | hope the 
people’s representatives have that. If they do not 
act, they will continue to support a fraudulent 
finance system for the beneft of the bankers and 
we will have bankruptcy.

HOW STALIN DIRECTED COMMUNISTS 
IN AMERICA TO PREPARE FOR REVOLT 


The Commmunist Party is not -‘‘just another 
political party”. This information is taken from 
Report of the Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities, House Report No. 2233, 79th oerees, 
2nd Session. 


A majority of ill-informed members of industry, 
finance, education, and religious institutions sneer 
at the power and progress of the Communist 
Party in the United States, These same individ- 
uals often point out that the Communist Party is 
a legal party and not a memmber of a subversive 
movement, and is merely an expression of a small 
alien minority. 


To indicate the extent to which these persons 
have been misled by the propaganda agencies 
operating under the direction of Communists and 
fellow travelers in America below is presented 
a statement made by Joseph Stalin, nominal head 
of the Communist Party in Russia and the dom- 
inant figure of the movement throughout the 
world. ba 


Wie br iG ble hee 
United States is one of the few Communist Par- 
ties to which history has given decisive tasks from 
the point of view of the world revolutionary 
movement. The revolutionary crisis has not yet 
reached the United States, but we already have 
knowledge of numerous facts which suggest that 
it is approaching. It is necessary that the Com- 
munist Party should be capable of meeting the 
mement of crisis fully equipped to take the di- 
rection of future class wars in the United States. 
You must prepare for that, comrades, with all 
your strength and by every means; you must 
constantly improve and bolshevize the American 
Communist Party. You must forge real revolu- 
‘tionary leaders of the proletariat who will be 
capable of leading the millions of American 
‘ workers toward the revolutionary class wars.”’ 


This statement by Mr. Stalin has never been 


repudiated and is officially recorded on page 17 
of House Report No. 2 of the Seventy-sixth Coa- 
gress. 

it is important to reconsider this charge by 
Stalin, because «the: American Communist is no 
longer useful in production of munitions and,ma- 
terials to keep Russia from defeat. The Commun- 
ist Party of the United States has publicly and 
without reservation, as late as the summer of 
1945, made it clear that they will renew class 
warfare, agitation between the races, and in other 
ways promote revolution in this country. It is 
clear that these public announcements made as 
recently as°1945 are in perfect accord with the 
directive of Joseph Stalin whigh was recorded in 
the Seventy-sixth Congress. 
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I am awaré that the Constitution of the United 
States, in guaranteeing freedom of religion to all 
its citizens, must forever keep church separate 
from the state. This was clearly the intent of the 
Founding Fathers, and their intent should be re- 
spected. But, it is still true that, to be a good 
American, each of us must recognize certain basic 
principles, written into or assumed by the Con- 
stitution. 


First: The Founding Fathers accepted God as 
creator and ruler of the universe, the source of 
all good, whose moral code as presented in the 
‘ven Commandments is the foundation of our 
system of law and order. 


Second: Freedom is an attribute inherent in 
man, in consequence of his creation in the image 
oi God. That freedom can be neither created nor 
destroyed by the individual, nor removed by the 
state except with the consent of the individual. 
It comes to each of us with birth and goes with 
each of us into the grave. 


Third: The freedom from God invests man 
with stewardship for all that is his, and with re- 
sponsibility directly to God for the way in. which 
he uses his freedom and discharges his steward- 
ship. 


Fourth: Freedom means the right of the indi- 


vidual to choose, the right to hold private prop- 


erty and to enter into private and individual con- 


tract with other individuals, within what limits 


are necessary to safeguard the similar freedom of 
other individuals. 


Fifth: The State exists only to preserve the 
rights and freedom and encourage performance 
of duties of individual citizens, by maintaining 
such conditions of law and order under. which 
freedom can be exercised safely and in tranquility. 


into such a picture we bring the principles of 
Christianity, founded firmly on the same Ten 
Commandments, with additional emphasis on the 
sacredness of personality, individual freedom and 
responsibility directly to God. 


Basic to all the teachings and inclusive of all 
the Christian doctrines are the two great com- 
inandments: thou shalt love the Lord, thy God, 
and thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. 


History has demonstrated that nations thrive 
and grow strong as they develop individual citi- 
zens. National strength is the fruition and cul- 
mination of individual strength. Law and order 
in tranquility and without loss of individual free- 
dom and strength can be maintained only as the 
personal ethics of individual citizens call for and 
support the laws of the state. Good government, 
finally, can exist and persist only as it is rooted 
in self-government by the thousands and millions 
ot individual citizens. 

A good society must’ rest on good individuals, 
and the most successful rule for individual good 
conduct and. self-realization is found in the two 
great commandments to love God and to love our 
fellow man as we love ourselves. 

It is tragic that through all the centuries since 
these truths have been available to us, mankind 
has tried almost everything else and -failed. 
Latest among those failures is the United Natjons 
which lacked the courage to begin with God. It 
is only as we adapt ourselves to the eternal laws 
that govern life, that we c#h achieve fulfilment of 
life, and it is because the principles of Christian- 
ity applied actually accomplish the highest good 
of individual and society, that we must recognize 
Christianity as practical. That is the lesson of 
history.
